ion of the world, there would be no 
belligerent rights. 


The freedom of the high seas to 


the common use of all the nations 
of the world, which 
the President 


emphasizes a» one of the fundamen- 
tals of International 
law, 
would 


come into being ^automatically 'by 
the abolition of belligerent 
rights. 


There would be no "lawful" raiding 
of commerce, no blockades and no 
contraband. 
Strong maritime Pow- 


ers might regard sur-h limitations on 
their freedom of action as Incompat- 
ible with their so-called command < 


combination of two or more of them 
is incompatible with 
the 
common 


rights of all. 
If a great maritime 


Power should be wrongfully assailed, 
all that could be accomplished by 
its warring on the commerce of its 
aggressor, or 
by 
blockading 
his 


coast or contraband'ng his trade, 
would be more surely accomplished 
by the general boycott proclaimed 
by the league 
against 
commercial 


and social* relations with the offend- 
ing nation. 
If the great maritime 


Power itself became the disturber 
of peace by making 
war - without 


taking counsel, it would have no bel- 
ligerent rights, and, being outlawed, 
it ought to have none.

Riddl* Making Epoch*. 


• There have been epochs at •which, rid- 
dle making has beeu more especially in 
vogue, and such epochs would appear 
to occur at seasons of fresh Intellec- 
tual awakening. Such an epoch there 
•was at the first glimmering of new in- 
tellectual light in the second half of 
the seventeenth century. This waa the 
age of Aldhelm, < bishop of Sherborue. 
the first in the roll of Auglo-Latlu 
poets. He left a considerable number 
of enigmas in Latin hexameters. Ald- 
heUu died in 709. Before his time 
there was a collection of Latin riddles 
that bore the name of Symphoslus. Of 
this work the date, is unknown. We 
only know that'Aldhelm. used it, and 
we-imay infer that it was then a recent 
product The riddles, of Symphosius 
•were uniform in shape, consisting each 
of three hexameter lines.—Cornhill 
Magasine. 


Explcniva Barrels. 


Nltroglycerin, though an e^plcaivs, 


la rarely used by Itself, being mixed 
With guncotton to form blasting gela- 
tin or with a certain earth to make 
dynamite. Huge quantities of the ex- 
plosive liquid are k?pt In casks, and 
the wood of these casks becomes so 
highly explosive through being soaked 
with the liquid that a kick will blow 
them to pieces. It la not safe to use the 
empty casks again for refilling them 
with the explosive, nor can they be 
used in any other way, wen for fire- 
wood. There is only one thing, indeed, 
that can be done, and that is to ex- 
plode the casks. They are placed on 
waste ground and usually exploded by 
means of a rifle bullet nred into them. 
Very little of the cask remains after 
the explosion.—London Standard.

Sulphate of iron, 1 dram; Sulphume

extract of thyme, 4 drams; rectified 
spirits, 1 ounce; glycerine, 1 ounce; 
elder flower water, 1-2 pint.
